We learn from our superintendent that they have this year, 
passed through seiges of measles, mumps and whooping caugh and 
have had fourteen operations for appendicitis but tha) our children 
came through it all safely and are now sound and well. We d> not 
want to forget our orphan children during the-war times. It is 
costing much more to feed and clothe them now han in normal 
times. ‘ 

We recommend that a cash collection be taken at this : 
tion to tide them over the dry months and tha! our Sunday s bgols 
take monthly collections for the orphanage, and that duri 1g the 
month of November all our churches make .contributions. Wé also 
recommend that contributions of food supplies of all kinds; boxes 
of clothing, scap, pins, needles, towels, sheets, pilolw cases, shoes, 
hose and other things that need be sent to the Baptist Orphanage, 
Jackson, Miss. 

Bro. Carter says don't forget the molasses, cured meat, flour, 
sugar, lard and canned goods of all kinds. -
